The capture of fourteen Austrian 
villages along the Carinthian 
front 
by the invading Italian forces is re- 
ported in an unofficial dispatch irojn 
Geneva. It 
is said 
also that

three mountain passes and are con- 
tinuing their advance elsewhere along 
the border. 


The statement today from the Ger- 
man war office concedes victory to 
the Russians in a battle along the 
San river in Central oalicia. 


Petrograd reports say 
that 
the 
Austro-German 
advance 
in 
Galicia 
having been checkcd, the Germans are 
taking the initiative 
in the 
north 
along the line from the Baltic to 
Southern Poland. 


The capture of 9,000 more pris- 
oners is announced by the German 
war office, which represents the situ- 
ation in the east as favorable to Ger- 
many with the exception of the re- 
treat from the San near Sienlawa. 


The character of the fighting in 
France and Belgium has not changcd 
materially. 
Today's 
reports 
show 
that severe engagements are in pro- 
gress on the western portion of the 
l;ne, but aside from local successes 
the attempts of each side to dislodge 
the other 'from the established line 
of battle are proving of as little efiect 
as has been the case for months past.

GERMANS ADMIT REVERSE. 


Driven Back on Bank of River San, Is 
Berlin Announcement, 


Berlin, Mny 28.—(Via London, 3:30 
p. m.)—A reverse at the hands of the 
Russians in the fifihting along the river 
San in central Galieia is announced in 
today's statement from the war depart- 
ment. 
It is stated the Germans on the 
bank of thp river were forced back and 
lost six cannon. The German positions, 
according to this announcement, were 
i!ot defended by strong forces. 


The statement says tliat "in the west- 
ern theater fourteen oflicers and 1,450 
Frenchmen Avere taken prisoners and six 
machine guns were captured since the 
nth of May.

Fieneh army corps operating at a point 
where atemuts were made b.y the enemy 
to break througli our lines northeast of 
the Lorette ridge. 
Southeast 
of 
Lo- 
rette ridge the French renewed attacks 
on parts of our line last night, but were 
rt'pulsed.

Another dispatch reaching here says 
that large forces oi Austrians and Gcv- 
mans are assembling in the vicinity of 
Bozen, about 30 miles north of Tren, 
where they will be formed into the 12th 
irmy corps. 


TWO DISASTERS FOR BRITAIN. 


Warship Majestic Torpedoed—328 Lose 
Life on Princess Irene. 


London, May 28.—The British'battle- 
ship Majestic, another of the ships sup- 
porting the allied army on the Gallipoli ' 
peninsula, was torpedoed ^and sunk yes- 
terday by a German subniarine. 
Nearly 
all the oflicers and crew were saved. 


About the same tijne the steamship 
Princess Irene, built for the Canadian 
Paciiic-British 
Columbia coast 
service, 
but taken over by the British admiralty 
at the opening of the war, was accident- 
ally destroyed b.y an explosion while at 
anchor at Rheernes.s, where she was un- 
dergoing repairs. 


All but one of the Irene's crew, num- 
bering about 2o0, and also seventy-eight 
dockyard workmen who were 
aboard, 
lost tlieir lives. 


The Majestic, the oldest battleship on 
the active list of the British navy, was 
the sixth capital ¡^hip lost by the allies 
since the begining of operations against 
the Dardanelles, and the second which

Italian Grovemment Rigid in 
Its Precautionary Re- 
strictions. 


Rome, May 28.—In compliance with 
orders issued by the authorities all ports 
on the Adriatic are now in darkness at 
night. 
This regulation includes Venice, 
Ancona and Brindisi and 
it is being 
made to apply also to certain inland 
cities like Milan, Bologna, Vemoa, Bres- 
cia and Udine. 
At all these places the 
same regulations 
apply. 
Cafes, 
thea- 
ters and 
moving picture 
houses 
are 
closed; street cars nm with only one 
light inside. 
Carriages and automobiles 
are forbidden to use 
electric or 
gas 
lamps, and the use of brilliant lights in- 
side houses is forbidden. 
Railroaa sta- 
tions are entirely dark. 
The people are 
taking all this most gaily. 
At night 
groups of young men' go through the 
darkened streets, shouting, joking and 
singing. 


A special watch for aeroplanes is be- 
ing kept at Bologne, because of the lo- 
cation there of a very large factory of 
explosives. 
Signalling posts have been 
established on the famous Asinelli and 
Garizenda towers. 
From these points of 
observation there is telephone communi- 
cation with tlie air craft detachments. 
Similar measures have been adopted at 
^Milan,

Better Situation Noted in 
the West After &rave 
.. Reports. 


KANSAS CITY IS A 
CENTER OP TROUBLE 


Loss of Life and Heavy 
Damage in Big Sections 
of Three States. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 28.—Although 
grave reports were received last niglit 
and early today from places in Kansas, 
Oklahoma and western Missouri fears 
of serious floods as the result of con- 
tinued rains had abated somewhat to- 
day. 
The local United States weather 
observer today issued a report asserting 
that "all rivers and streams in this sec- 
aion are within their banks except at 
Kansas City and below." 


Trouble here centers in the Argen- 
tine and Armourdale sections of Kansas 
City, Kas., in the Blue river valley dis- 
trict on the eastern edge of the city and 
in the Rockhill district, an 
exclusive 
•outhside 
residenaial 
section, 
wnere 
Brush creek, a drainage stream, has en- 
tered the lower floors of numbers of 
homes. 
Throughout the night furniture 
vans scurried and splashed about remov- 
ing 
furniture and persons to 
safety. 
Squads of policemen and firemen have 
been stationed at danger points. 


Reports from northwest Missouri in- 
dicate that the situation there is seri- 
ous. 
The Grand riv^r is out of its 
banks and a section of Pattonsbjirg is 
inundated. 
The village of Santa Rosa, 
near Pattonsburg, is under water and 
has been abandoned. 
The Platte river 
at Platto City is more than a mile wide 
and it is reported that one person was 
drowned there early today. 


Some Loss of Life. 


Joseph Perry, 21, was drowned near 
Platte City, Mo,, when he and his fathei 
attempted to cross thg swollejt Platte 
river. 
The body of Harmon Bushnell, 
13, drowned early in the we£k in Dterby, 
Kan., when flood waters from the Ar- 
kansas river swept the town, was re- 
covered near Wichita today.

Rome, May 27.—(10 p. m., Via Paris, 
May 28, 1:30 a. m.)—A successful raid 
upon the Trieste-îfabresian railroitd by 
a squadron ol Italian hydro-aeroplanes, 
together with the occupation of Addi- 
tional 
Austrian 
territory 
along 
the 
Tyrol .frontier and on the Frieuli front, 
are reported in an official statement is- 
sued tonight by the Italian war office. 


It is stated that an artillery .battle is 
raging between the Italian fortified po- 
sitions on the Trentino front and thoBe 
of the Austrians. 
The communication 
follo^ys: 


"On thé Tyrol-Tréntiiio front an ar- 
tillery combat continues between our 
fortified positions and thoee of the en- 
emy at Tonale and on the Asigo plateau. 
To the north we liave extended the ter- 
ritory occupied up to the mouth- of the 
Ghiese. in Lake Idro, and have occupied 
the rugged, mountainous zone extend- 
ing between Lakes Idro and Garda. 


"Our alpine troops continue suc^se- 
ful combats on the front, where we are 
capturing prisoners. 


"On the Frieuli front wè occupicd 
Grado, where the population welcom/.^ 
us enthusastically. 
During the night of 
the 
twenty-seventh, 
squadron of hydro-aeroplanes raided the 
enemy's territory, 
throwing bombs on 
the Trieste-Nabresina railroad, causing 
damage, and^ it is believed interruotiug 


the line. In spite of the violent artil- 
lery fire of the enemy the squadron re 
turned aafely. i 


RUSSIAWS CAPTURE DRUMIAH.

SAW THE WAKE 
OFAWEDO 


Engineer of Disabled Ameri- 
can Steamer Confident 
on This Point. 


HAD KO aUMPSE 


OF A SUBMARINE 


Capt. Greene Describes Ex- 
perience Aboard the 
Nebraskan. 


Liverpool, 
May 
28.—(11 a. 
m.)— 
While none of the crew of the Ameri- 
can steamer Nebraskan, disabled Tues- 
day night by an explosion off the coast 
of Ireland, sa^w a submarine, the chiet 
engineer believes he saw the wake of a 
torpedo on the starboard side according 
to Captain Greene, of the steamer. The 
captain in reply to questions stated that 
there is a hole ..about twenty feet square 
in the forecastle below the waterline, 
large enough to 
admit an 
American 
freight car, 


"We were in the boats about an hour," 
he said. "The ship seemed to be settling 
by the head and w^e decided to stay 
close by until help which we had sum- 
moned by wireless, arrived. 
While none 
of us saw a submarine the chief engineer 
believes he saw the wake of a torpeao 
on the star board side. 
The effect of 
the shock of the torpedo striking the 
ship was to stop her suddenly. 
There 
was a perceptible interval between the 
shock and the explosion. 
We started to 
return to Liverpool about 10:30 o'clock 
the night, traveling eight knots an hour. 
Tlie vessel was twelve feet lower down 
by the head than normal owing to the 
water in the hold." 


The 
damage to the 
vessel 
super- 
structure is so severe it is evident the 
shock _the ship suffered must have been 
terrific. 
Great derricks were torn up 
and flung across the deck smashing the 
rail on one side. 
Strong steel girders 
forming part of a hatch were blown out 
and some went overboard. 
In the deck 
flooring near the hatch two large holes 
were made revealing the n a k ^ 
steel 
girders, two of which were cut through 
cleanly. 


The bunks occupied by the boatswain 
and two quartermasters, ail of whom 
were injured, are a. mass of wreckage 
and the men are wondering how they 
escaped more 
serious hurts. 
All 
the 
furniture and 
woodwork in the room 
were broken into fragments. The boats- 
wain suffered injuries on the head, arms 
and legs. 
Both quartermasters 
were 
badly bruised. 


The American consul and representa- 
tives of the American embassy boarded 
the ship from a tender yesterday after- 
noon, meeting the steamer off the bar 
and going with her to the docks.

New York, May 28.—Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the 
United States steel 
corporation and president of the Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel institute, in an ad- 
dress today at the annual meeting of 
the institute, declared that after tlie 
war would be seen among the -nations 
the most persistent efforts to succeed 
in the international race for supremacy 
that the 
world 
has 
ever witnessed. 
Whether the United States would oc- 
cupy the first or a secondary place de- 
pended much upon our management of 
affairs, he said. 


There waa never in history so great 
a necessity for so wise and disinterested 
statesmanship or for loyal and honor- 
able conduct upon the part of practical 
business men. 


"After all differences are adiusted," 
said Judge Gary, "the nations now or 
to be engaged in this colossal conflict, 
though terribly crippled, will take a 
new start and in many respects a new 
course, and will begin immediately to 
buiid on a better and firmer and ^ r e 
permanent 
success and high 
achieve- 
ment in everything that adds to na- 
tional wealth, power, energy and enter- 
prise. These nations will not remain in- 
active or dMpondent or indifferent. We 
shall see the most active and persistent 
efforts to rebuild, extend and to suc- 
cccd in the international race for su 
premacy that the world has ever wit- 
nessed. 


Coming From Adversity. 


"From adversity will 
come 
greater 
prosperity than 
ever 
before. 
FroDï 
necessity will spring thought and study 
and effort that wiU enable the surviv 
ors to reach greater heights of success 
than ever before supposed to be'within 
the reach of human kind. 
The peoples 
of all the different countries suffering in 
their thoughts of the past^ will be in- 
spired to greater exertions in their ef- 
forts for the future. It is not too much 
to believed that, after the «lose of the 
war there will 1m a feeling almost uni- 
versal that there must be established 
and maintained a court of arbitration— 
simple, 
comprehensive, 
effective 
ani 
permanent—that 
will seçure the nd- 
justment of all future difference with- 
out any protracted or general contest by 
armed forces. 
A inajority of the na- 
tions will, to use a paradox, secure and 
maintain peace if they -have to 
fight 
for it." 


Wliat Should We Prepare For? 


"Now what should the United States 
prepare fori 
If we conduct our affairs 
properly, if 'fre make the most of our 
opporttmities, if we co-operate with one 
another, if the government pnd govern- 
mental agencies and the business people 
arc allies ^ n e with the other, we shall 
become stronger and richér and more po- 
tential in our influence and wo shall be 
able to occupy a position in the van of 
nations, progressing toward results more 
satisfactory than ever before. I made 
the statement long before the war and 
I have made it since, that we might be- 
come the leading nation in finances, com- 
merce and industry. I have recently read 
statements by aÚe financiers that we 
already occupy this position. 
I do not 
quite agree with this claim notwith- 
standing what has occurred in Europe 
during the last year; but it seems cer- 
tain that we may occupy this position 
if we properlv conserve our resources. 
We may occupy a primary, or a second- 
ary, place, depending upon the wisdom, 
energy and discretion of 
our people. 
Much depends upon our management of 
affairs. There has never in tho hiatory 
of the world been so grieat a necessity 
for wise and diain^Mitd atatesnunship 
or for loyal and .honorable conduct on 
the part of thé practica] business nwA 
M «¡t present. .Will w'o do our partt 


extension after the war of the nation's 
commerce. 
Judge 
Gary 
advocated 
a 
stronger navy. 


"We must not remain i na position," 
he said, ."which permits the navy of any 
other country to dominate the seas." 


Judge Gary also made a plea for more 
encouragement by the government of 
business enterprise and 
expressed 
the 
opinion that "the lack of continuous 
business prosperity and success in this 
country for a number of years has, in 
part, been the direct result of undue, 
ill-considered cr unjusttifiable assaults 
which have been made by governmental 
agencies or by the erroneous and unwise 
policies of different branches or depart- 
ments of government." 


"There has been an admonition," he 
said, "against 'rocking the boat,' and we 
approve the sentiment, but we submit 
the business men have not been rocking 
the boat." 


There was room for improvement, he 
added, in governmental business methodg 
throughout the country which had been 
marked, he asserted, by extravagant ex- 
penditures.

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College of Agriculture is in 
Desperate Need of 
Funds. 


WSnona Lake, Ind., May 28.—A mass 
meeting of the Winona 
citizens 
was 
held at the Westminster chapel Wednes- 
day evening, the occasion being the im- 
perative need of fimds with which to 
perpe^ate the Winona College of Agri- 
culture. 
The resignation of President 
J. C. Breckenridge has awakened deep 
disappointment and considerable alarm 
among friends of the institution. While 
the past year has been one of the most 
successful in the history of the school, 
yet it is vrell known that Dr. Brecken- 
ridge has not been able to pay his own 
salary and he had decided to accept an- 
other position which was offered to him. 
The success of the agricultural school 
has been due in a large measure to the 
executive ability of its president and the 
public recognizes the fact that it would 
be a serious detriment to the school to 
allow him to retire at this time. 
At 
the mass meeting $600 was raised to 
apply toward the expenses of the com- 
ing year. 
This, together with a simi- 
lar amount which the alumni propose to 
raise and some other contributions that 
will no doubt be made will provide as 
much as will be needed to assure the 
avoidance of a deficit in next year's op- 
erations. 


There were eighty students in attend- 
ance last year and it was shown at this 
meeting that they left nearly 
thirty 
thousand dollars in Winona and War- 
saw. 
The courses of study and train- 
ing given in the W. C. A. is as good as 
can be obtained in any school. 
Natural- 
ly Winona and Warsaw have a degree 
of pride in thi'? school and will do all 
in their power to retain Dr. Brecken- 
ridge and perpetuate the. school. 
Those 
who have taken the matter in hand are 
very confident that $2,500 can be securer! 
within the next ten days.

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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Law and Public Opinion 


• ' ' Noble C. Butter, for many years clerk of the United States court 
for the district of Indiana, in the course of an address on "Law and 
Public Opinion," delivered at the commencement of the Indiana Law 
school at Indianapolis, a few days ago, gave utterance to a proposi- 
tion that can not be too often or too forcibly impressed not only upon 
the law student, but upon the general range of citizenship as well. 
This was to the general effect that law to be eifective must have be- 
hind it the support of public opinion. Law, indeed, must have its 
basis in public opinion if it is to count for anything whatever. 


"Statutes which have not the support of public opinion," said 
Mr. Butler, "are ineffective, and particularly statutes which make 
additions to the list of crimes and misdemeanors and provide for the 
punishment of them," he said. "Without such support, they often 
fail to accomplish the purpose of their enactment, and in many in- 
stances are unenforceable. It is true that laws are frequently enact- 
ed which do not seem to have originated in any popular demand for 
them, but sooner or later they are required to vindicate themselves at 
the bar of public opinion. The difficulty for lawmakers who seek to 
ascertain the will of the whole body of the people for whom they 
make laws, as distinguished from the Avill of the relatively small seg 
ment which elected them—if such lawmakers really exist—is the un- 
•ertainty of the task." 


The truth of this contention must liave been carried home again 
ind again to every person who has ti'-kcn sufficient interest in the 
natter of law and law-enforcement to give it any attention what- 
sver. Laws are acver self-enforcing. The mere placing of a law 
apon the statute books does not work reforms and does not correct 
evils. It will not be obeyed unless there is an insistance upon its 
observance by the force of public opinion manifested in the form of 
watchful and assertive attention. This has been amply and repeated- 
ly demonstrated in the application oi those laws which have to do 
with the sale of liquor, witli the prohibition of gaming and other of- 
fenses of similar character. Dead letters laws are practically no laws 
at all, and the transition from a really virile statute to the dead let- 
ter class is an extremely easy retrogression if there is behind the law 
no expression of public opinion to give it force. In other words, the 
people have just about the sort of law.s and just about the degree of 
law enforcement for which they indicate their desire. One civic duty 
in which the average citizen is too often lax is in lending the force 
of his action, his example and his opinion to make law effective. 
Without support, as Mr. Butler sets forth, even the best and most 
important of laws will fail of the purpose for which they were en- 
acted. 


A COMPEHSATIOlf t X w TEST. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


Doubt has been thrown on the consti- 
tutionality 6 the New York workmen's 
compensation Jaw by Supreme 
Court 
Judjie Crane, of Brooklyn. A sevehteen- 
year-old girl cmploj'e sued a manufac- 
turinif company for damages for tlie loss 
of three fingers. Under the compensa- 
tion act all she could recover is $77. 
Her counsel found that juries had award- 
ed from $1,000 to $5,000 for such in- 
juries, and, disregarding: the compensa- 
tion law's prohibition of civil suits for 
damages, began proceedings outside the 
compensation act. He argiied, and Jus- 
tice Crane agreed, that the state can- 
not deny an injured employe the alter- 
native right of a civil sUiit against an 
employer, quoting the provision of the 
federal constitution that no state shall 
make or enforce any law whicli shall 
abridge the privileges of citizens or de- 
prive any person of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law. The 
case will probably be carried to the 
highest courts for decision, Justice Crane 
declining to declare the law unconstitu- 
tional lest he prematurely drive claim- 
ants away from pressing their claims be- 
fore the commission and start them to 
bringing suits for damages. 


The previous compensation act in New 
York was declared unconstitutional be- 
caiise it deprived employes of property 
without due process of lav. Xow the 
amended act is attacked because it is 
held to deprive employes of that pro- 
tection.

(Toledo Blade.) 
The net container law of New York 
makes it unlawful to inclu^le box, paper, 
wrappings or string as a part of the 
weight of a commodity sold over tlie 
counter. The law, however, is honored 
in the breach. The author of it made 
a test. He bought a pound of coffee and 
found that two cents of his expenditure 
paid not for coffee, but for the container. 
He figured that at this rate, the people 
of the state lost $60,000 a year. 
If 
other articles were sold the same way, 
the loss ran far into the millions. 


A good deal of recent law-making has 
dealt with weights and measures. Zeal- 
ous oiiicers have enforced the laws spec- 
tacularly. 
Their raids have been de- 
scribed at length in the magazines and 
the accounts were heightened with pic- 
tm-es of doctored scales, short meas- 
ures and ingenious cheating devices. 


Yet, on the whole, the people have 
been apathetic toward these excursions 
and agressions in their interest. 
They 
have depended almost entirely upon the 
oiiicers for enforcements whereas with- 
out. public help, universal enforcement is 
well-nigh impossible.

Higher Demands Are Made 
ou Both Property and 
Incomes. 


Christiania, Norway, May 3.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.)—At 
the beginning of the war the finances ot 
the Norwegian government were in the 
¿est condition for mfany years, but the 
Budden drop in receipts from import du' 
ties and the extraordinary expense ot 
maintaining sufficient army to protect 
neutrality soon exhausted available sur- 
plus and forced the enactment of war 
measures to meet 
porspective 
deficit. 
Although incomes in Norway were al- 
ready paying a tax of about ten per 
.v-nt annually, an increase was made m 
Ihe rate of incomes over $1,500. 
Addi- 
tional property taxes were also fixed. 


Today the government also put into 
rffect a Avar tax amounting to from 15 
to 20 per cent, of the value upon ci- 
gars, cigarettes and snuff. So far no 
tax has been fixed for smoking and 
chewing tobacco. 
Such a heavy war 
tax has been fixed on matches that 
their price will be doubled. 
Govern- 
ment officials estimate the yearly re- 
venue from the tobacco tax will aggre- 
gate $400,000, while it Is expected the 
income from the match- tax will be 
$250,000. As the import duty on tobac- 
co is heavy, tobacco dealers predict the 
trade will not carry the additional bur- 
den and anticipate a decided decrease 
In trade.

Men who have viewed war from all 
angles and who are intimately acquaint- 
ed wiUi its horrors have declared re- 
peatedly that the worst part of it is 
in the hospitals. 
The orthopedic insti- 
tutions, where the soldiers are pains- 
takingly made new again so that they 
may go back t o the fr;Dnt, are infinitely 
depressing. 


But they cannot compare for sheer 
horror with the great institution in Dus- 
seldorf and ^<'ith Dr. Bruhn'a 
private 
clinic, where dozens and scoreg of men 
sit or lie with half of their faces left, 
with noses and upper teeth 
missing, 
with hands enclosed in steel framework 
tliat supports broken lower jaws until 
newly inserted bones shall have had a 
time to knit. 


Tlie Dusseldorf institution, of which 
Dr. Bruhn is tho chief surgeon, is de- 
voted exclusively to the care of soldiers 
who have been injured in the jaws, and 
is far and away the largest of its kind 
in Germany. 
Weekly it is turning out 
men who, aside from scars and some- 
wJiat impeded speech, are about as good 
as before the war, men who a few weeks 
or months before were brought. in in 
such shocking condition that the laj'- 
man, if he could endure to gaze for long, 
would despair of ever saving them. 


The patients frequently are foUnd to 
have rifle bullets imbedded in the bones 
of their' jaws, bullets often tliat 
have 
been' flattened out or twisted by the 
compact of lead against bone. 
More 
serious are tho shrapnel and 
grenftde 
M ounds, which tear Away whole sections 
of the face ajnd leave a jaw fractured 
in a Bcore of iplaces.

In a major- 
ity of cases there is some portion 
of 
bone missing—a portion that must be 
replaced by bone ffom some part of his 
body. 


Jiach patient is his own bone supply, 
so to speak, and generally it is the shin 
bone that serves. 
The ribs also are a 
fertile field, and, so fast does naturò 
Work, the piece of bone taken out for 
use in the jaw is rapidly replaced by 
new growth. 


One patient in the hospital late in 
April, slowly recovering from a shock- 
ing wound that gouged out his whole 
fourteen centimeters long in his month. 
On top of that is a new set of serv- 
iceable teeth, t h e m u i is healthy and 
reasonably happy. 


In dozens of cases is it not; only nec- 
essary to replaco bone, but skin as well. 
Here again each man must supply his 
from the patient's arms and gi-afted 
onto cheeks or chins. 
Aside from the, 
scar aloncr the line of stitching there is 
usually little indication of the original 
injury. 


Each man is pliotographed on tho day 
of arrival, and then at inter'vals lat<>r, 
as his recovery progresses. To the lay- 
man the results, accompliahed are lit- 
tle short of miraculous. 


In a recent trip through the hospital 
an Associated Press correspondent had 
opportunity to compare many 
of the 
original photographs Avith the patients 
in their patched-np state, and it wa« 
all but incredible that so much had been 
accomplished.

Quick to Make Use of Uncle 


Sam's Big Ditch in 


Pa.nama. 


By OILSON GARDNER. 
Special Correspondence from the Canal 
Zone. 


Panama. C. Z.. May 2/—The world's 
commerce has not been slow in making 
use of the Panama Canal. 
This new 
route has been open now for about bix 
months—theoretically 
f o r t h e 
nine 
months since Aug. 4. 1914, when one 
of the Panama Railroad ships made an 
experimental trip through the canal, and 
the record of the first, six months shows 
a 
total of approximately 
500 ships 
passing through, ca.rrying on an average 
4,500 tons of freight each, and paying 
in tolls a total of approximately $2,000,- 
000. 


Of more importance than the amount 
of tolls paid is the amount of freight 
carried, a total of 2,250,000 tons dur- 
ing the first experimental six months. 
And it must be remembered that these 
six months have seen all ocean com- 
merce seriously interrupted and disor- 
ganized by the war. What has happen- 
ed, therefore, may be regarded as mere- 
ly a straw in the wind indicating wliat 
will happen when conditions become nor- 
mal. 


The bulk of the freight—forty-one per 
cent, of it—has moved from one coast 
of the United States to the other. 
A 
little more than half of the forty-one 
per cent, went from 
the Atlantic 
to 
the Pacific ports. 


The next largest part of this com- 
merce—a third of the remainder—went 
from Xorth 
to 
South 
America. The 
Eastern seaboard sending to the ports 
of 
Western 
South 
America, and the 
West 
Coast 
ports of South 
America 
sending freight to the Atlantic ports of 
the United States. A second third mov- 
ed from the Pacific ports to Europe, 
and the rema.inder were for miscellan- 
eous foreign distillations. 


Thus tlie first use of the canal may 
be said to have been an American use.

The United States has used it most 
and for the expected purpose of trans 
porting heavy freight from one side ot 
the continent to the other, which for- 
merly went by rail. 
The canal is at 
once a competitor with the transcontin- 
ental railroads, and one of 
the 
first 
effects is seen in reduced transcontinen- 
tal freight rates—an object desired by 
all consumers. 
The railroads are al- 
ready asking the Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission for permission to readjust 
their transcontinental rates to meet this 
new water competition. 


The Pacific coast finds that it can 
carry grain through the canal to Europe 
in less than two months. 
Formerly this 
grain went in sailing vessels around the 
Horn in four and a half months. 
Sail- 
ing ships find more difficulty in using 
the canal than steam craft. 
Expense 
is increased by the fact that they must 
be towed all the way through the ca- 
nal, and besides, 
skippers are disin- 
clined to take their ships into the areas 
of frequent calm which are on the Paci- 
fic approaches. 


The Panama railroad has ceased to 
caiTy freight. 
Even before the canal 
was started and the roa4 taken over 
as an aid to construction, this interest- 
ing railroad was permitted to carry only 
a limited amount of freight. 
Had it 
carried all it might 
have can-ied, it 
would have enabled ships plying betwee/i 
its terminals to ports on the Atlantic 
and Pacific seaboard to compete with 
the transcontinental 
raDroads 
of the 
United States. 
The proprietors of these 
roads saw this and took an early oppor- 
tunity to acquire control of the Panama 
railroad and to check its natural develop 
ment and use. Its stockholders were 
practically 
subsidized to permit the 
transcontinental roads to dictate the Pa- 
nama road's freight rates, and the lat- 
ter set them high enough to make sure 
that these would be no competition. 


When the U. S. Government acqiurea 
a controlling stock interest in the Pana- 
ma railroad the question at onoe arose, 
whether 
t h e 
transcontinental 
roads 
would continue to dictate the freight 
rate, a question answered in the affirma- 
tive during the Taft administration, with 
Secretary of War Dickinson 
and Col. 
Clarence Edwards representing the U. S. 
Government's stock control. 


Thus it nappens that now for the first 
time in history 
the 
t ' / iscontinentai 
railroad monopoly has found a competi- 
tor, and the results will be interesting 
to watch. 


Some people will be tempted to make 
the mistake of judging the success of 
the canal by the money revenue produc- 
ed by tolls. 
As a matter of fact these 
are the least consideration. 
The Govern 


ment is not speculating in the canal ad 
a revenue-proilucing property, and if the 
tolls did not keep up the cost of main- 
tenance there would be no reason to be 
concerned. 
It is probable, however, that 
the tolls will eventually yield a revenue 
sufficient to cover maintenance and over- 
head charges. 
During 
the 
first 
six 
months the tolls collected ainoimted to 
$2,126,832. 
The total cost of the ca- 
nal will be about 400 million dollars, 
and a yearly revenue of 12 millions 
would mean a return of only three per 
cent, on the investment. 
Of greater 
importance now is the fact that the le- 
mon grower 
of 
California (and hun- 
dreds of other people in hundreds of 
other industries on both coasts) 
will 
have a chance to reach a distant marKei- 
without handing over all his margin of 
profit to a greedy transportation mono- 
poly. 
And all such liberation of com- 
merce will eventually help the consumer 
which in time will bo carried through 
the canal.

Recent Women's Peace Con- 


ference Had Interest- 


ing Phases. 


The Hague, Netherlands, 
May 10.— 
Correspondence of the Associated Press, 
—The recent Women's Peace Conference 
at The Hague was by no means devoid 
of the picturesque, albeit nothing start- 
ling occurred during its deliberations. In 
costume, appearance, manner and be- 
havior, there was as wide a variation in 
type as any international congress has 
ever displayed. 
True, there were neith- 
er Cliinese nor Japanese 
women—an 
oversight, certainly; but there was al- 
ways Madame Thoumaian, the unveiled 
wife of a member of the Ottoman par- 
liament, in a striking robe of silk, in 
alternate stripes of crimson ^ and white 
at least four inches wide. 


The dominating personality 
of the 
congress was unquestionably Frau Ri- 
sika Schwimmer, of Hungary and New 
York, representing an 
Association of 
Agricultural Women Laborers of Hun- 
gary. 
In constant clash with the well 
regulated machinery of the congress, a 
capable and practised platform orator 
with a voice that more than filled the 
vast hall, whenever she rose, it was evi- 
dent that she had her audience with 
her. 


Fran Schwimmer's personality, how- 
ever, was overshadowed by the studied 
professionalism of l>er every act and 
gesture. 
One missed 
the 
footlights. 
With Signora Rosa Genoni, of Milan, the 
sole 
Italian 
delegate, 
representing a 
number of Italian peace and women's 
societies, there was not the slightast 
touch of 
premeditation. 
Spontaneous, 
lucid, with that simple and practical di- 
rectness so characteristic of her race, 
she held the hearts of her hearers by 
opening her own. Here was the only 
touch of generous humor in the self- 
conscious and frightened seriousness of 
the entire congress. 
Dressed 
in the 
mourning of genteel poverty, her dark 
features were strikingly illumined by 
her eager sincerity. 


^Vhen Signora Genoni announced fn 
her first speech that no other Italian 
delegate had dared cross Germany to 
come to the concrress, for fear Italy's en- 
tr>- into the war might prevent a re- 
turn, there was neither boastfulness of 
her own courage nor criticism of her 
compatriots in the statement. 
To her 
the nrospect of the entry of her coim- 
try into the horrible arena of Euro- 
pean war was so imminent and so hid- 
eous that she must protest against it 
at whatever risk to herself. 


"I hope • my coimtry will not make 
war," she told the iUsociated 
Press. 
"And I feel that it will not, though ev- 
ery preparation is being made to do so. 


"The Lybian business 
was 
terribly 
costly. We have not forgotten that, nor 
the Abyssinian campaign, neither. They 
told us that the Tripoli campaign was 
going to be a parade! 
Well, it) was a 
parade of maimed and dead and widows 
and orphans! 
We have had otn: lesson,, 
and we Italians are too clear-headed to 
need another so soon again!" 


The German delegation was excellently 
organized and most capably led. Frau- 
lein Lida Gustava Heymann, of Berlin, 
the translator into German, who sat at 
Miss Jane Addams' right, in times of 
threatening disturbance, 
calmly 
took 
the reins from Miss Addams' hands and 
drove the congress under the whip. Her 
colleague, Dr. Anita Augspurg, of Mun- 
ich, whose dress, voice and whole ap- 
pearance suggested a Roman Catholic 
bishop, was floor leader of the German 
delegation. For the German women, her 
deep, soft voice was law. No American 
politician ever controlled more perfect- 
ly his contingent on convention floor 
than did Dr. Augspurg, the widely va- 
ried representation of the German em- 
pire, 


Owinqr to the stoppage of communica- 
tions between England 
and 
Holland, 
Great Britain was meagerly represented. 
But little Mrs. Amy Liliingston, the 
militant suffragette, with her cockney 
accent and her determination 
to b« 
heard, was a tower of strength against 
peace. 


INDIANAPOLIS WOMAN SUES. 


Demands $20,000 Damages From Marion 
Odd Fellows.

Mrs. 
Malissa 
Addy, of 
Indianapolis, 
against the Mississinewa lodge, Indepen- 
dent Order of Odd Fellows, of this city, 
for $20,000 damages, was begun in the 
Grant circuit court yesterday. The hus- 
band of Mrs. Addyj Edward Addy, died 
in Indianapolis in February 
and the 
family, having formerly lived in Cla- 
rion, prepared for the burial in the I. O. 
O. F. cemetery near here. 


Mra. Addy, in the suit for damascs, 
complains that the Odd Fellows lodge 
had removed from the Addy burial lot 
a body already buried there, and had 
sold the lot to another person. She says 
she was compelled to change arrange- 
ments for the bwial, and placed the body 
of her husband in a receiving vault. 


EXTRACT TO MAKE WHISKY. 


Man Sentenced for Selling Preparation 
in Noblesville. 


Xoblesville. Jnd., ^lay 28.—A man 
giving the name of Guy Lloyd and his 
residence at Dallas, Texas., was sen- 
tenced to twenty days in jail by Mayor 
Loehr. on a charge of selling an extract 
witli which he said A%hisky could be 
manufactured and which had no label 
showing the contents of the package.

Something About Tenedos, 
at Aegean Mouth of 
the Dardanelles. 


W.i«hington,"D. C., May 28.-Ainong 
the advanced 
camps of 
foremost im- 
portance is the allied Frcnch and Eng- 
lish base on the small island of Tene- 
dos, which lies just before the aegean 
mouth of the Dardanelles. 
The foUow- 
Ina description of tlvis point, whence the 
great military and naval attempt upon 
the formidably fortiiied strait is being 
made, is given in today's war primer ot 
the National Geographic society: 


"The island of Tenedos commands the 
approach to the Dardanelles, lying but 
eight miles south-southwest froip 
the 
mouth of the strait, and about five miles 
from the coast of Asia Minor. 
Removed 
from the Held of the guns of the Darda- 
nelles forts, within short steaming dis- 
tance of the waterway under attack and 
within comfortable rcach of the main- 
land, readme supplied with provigipns 
from the ne^hboring islands juid-main- 
land ports of Greece, surrounded by deep 
water, and having an ideal' ancoorage 
for battleships, Tenedo» admirably ful- 
fill», ( t h e 
r e q i i i r c m e i i t » , o i j^n jtdvr-'"^ 


has been abuzz with activities incident 
upon one of the most stupendous under- 
takings of the allies. 


"Tenedos, despite its insignificant size, 
commerce, population count, and produc- 
tivity, has been visited by many an im- 
posing hostile fleet and army, brought 
thither by its strategic value as a fore- 
post on the world's most disputed water- 
way. 
Aeolians originally settled here, 
and Persia, Athens, Rome, Byzantium, 
Venice, Genoa, Ottoman Constantinople 
and, noAv France and Great Britain have 
successively brought it under their con- 
trol. 
The island has been ' an Ottoman 
possession since 1322, being included un- 
der the administration of the archipelago 
vilayet. 


"Uneven, rocky, almost mountainous 
in parts, there are yet within the six- 
teen square miles of the island's area 
some very fertile soils. 
There is some 
fruitful garden land and ricii pasturage, 
but the most important product is wine, 
of which some 6,000,000 gallons are ex- 
ported each year. 
Tenedos supports a 
po]>ulation of about 4,000, only one-third 
of whom are Mohamm^ans. 
Tho only 
town, of the same name as the island, 
is enclosed by roughened walls, and shel- 
ters, among other remains from times 
long past, great storehouses erected by 
Justinian, storehouses, 
mayhap, 
that 
now are doing service asmodern ar- 
senals."

Indianapolis, May 28.—Osco 
Elson, 
a 
northern Indiana farmer, depended more 
on his hearing than his eyesight to learn 
of danger from an approaching train when 
driving a rumbling wagon across the Wa- 
bash railroad tracks In Wolcottville in 
1912, it was contended by the railroad in 
defending a suit brought for $10,000 dam- 
ages. 
The trial was heard by Judge A. 


Anderson, in federal court yesterday, 
and he found for the railroad. 
Elson, 
when a witness, told of being struck by 
a tiain and suffering a broken jaw. 
He 
was walking beside a load of hay and 
when he approached the track looked 
under the 
wagon and 
saw the train 
standing 400 feet away. 
Then he drove 
on the track, listening for danger. The 
train struck the wagon and Elson was 
iniured. 


John H. Miller, another farmer at liti- 
gation with the Wabash railroad, is back 
in the federal court, following the dis- 
missal ow his suit by the court for want 
of prosecution. 
He seeks $5,000 as dam- 
ao'es for the overflow of his land resulting 
from alleged negligence by the railroad in 
building an artificial 
drain. 
The 
case 
alter its removal from the state ccfurt, 
remained apparently dead on the federal 
court docket many months and then was 
dismissed by the court, but the inactivity 
in court was due to an effort for compro- 
mise, according to the motion asking the 
reinstatement of the case.

•(3) To be divided after all Funeral ex- 
penses and other depts are paid." 


The trial court held that these 
two 
items of the will conveyed the residue 
of the estate, valued at more than $10,000. 
The supreme court says that though the 
law seeks to consti^e a will to dispose 
of all the property and to avoid partial 
intestacy, if such an intent of the testa- 
tor can be gathered from the instrument, 
that the will of Alexander S. Freeman 
is not so worded, that the court can fairly 
say he intended to ^Ve the seven second 
wfe's children the residue of the estate, 
but it only gave each boy, except Clar- 
ence, a horse and each girl, except Ama, 
a cow and bed.

The camp, in the immediate vicinity 
:of Groningen, is the most healthy and 
well situated interment depot in 
this 
country, and its practical arrangement 
has been carried out 
by

themselves. 


The encampment is about a mile in 
circumference and is 
on 
the 
sandy, 
heather-coated soil usual in this part of 
Holland. 
Four immense huts have been 
erected side by side along the center 
line. 
Three of them are used as dormi- 
tories and dining rooms by the three 
battalions of sailors and are named aft- 
er renowned British admirals—Benhow, 
Drake and Collingwood. 
The fourth hut 
is church, theater and recreation 
hall 
combined and seats about 1,000 men. On

istration huts, a capacious gymnasium, 
wash houses, workshops, store rooms, 
library and guard rooms for the Dutch 
soldiers in charge. 
The spirit and dis- 
cipline of the men are very high and 
they show great willingness to perform 
any duty allotted to them by the Dutch 
authorities, with whom they are on ex- 
cellent terms. 


Numbers of the men have entered the 
courses of higher mathematics at Gron- 
ingen university; others give their time 
to the study of 
modern 
languages— 
French, German, Italian and Dutch, the 
last of which is now spoken with more 
or less facility by all the men. 
Then 
there are fret workers, wood carvers, 
shoemakers and repairers, and a large 
number of knitters and mat 
makers, 
who manufacture with vari-colored wools 
articles of real artistic value as' well as 
of use. 
At an exposition of the men's 
work this week a collection of exhibits 
was gathered which was of very high- 
class character. 
The proceeds of the 
sale of the work are devoted to the pro- 
vision of comforts for the less fortunate 
British prisoners over the frontier in 
Germany. 


A brass band is in dail}' practice with 
instruments presented by friends and 
this will head the column of men when 


it turns out for its daily route march 
under a small Dutch guard over the 
neighboring country. 


A dramatic club also has been formed 
under the leadership of a son of the 
late English actor Penley. 


"The Timbertown Follies," a burlesque 
troupe, has attained such success that it 
filled the opera house in Groningen for 
many nights and has been invited, with 
the permission of the Dutch military au- 
thorities, to perform in The Hague and 
other cities. 


The men make all their own costumes 
and paint their own scenery, much of 
which would do credit to a 
first-class 
theater. 


Small truck gardens are beginning to 
produce good results \mder the careful 
attention of the interned men, and the 
fresh vegetables raised make a welcome 
addition to the ample meat, bread and 
jam or molasses, potatoes and canned 
foods officially served. 


Pretty flower gardens also have been 
laid out in the form of anchor, boats 
and other naval devices. 


Church parade, at which attendance is 
obligatory every Sunday by all ranks 
of the British navy and army, is con- 
ducted by a chaplain of the Church of 
England. 
The Catholics and 
non-con- 


formists among the men, however, «re 
marched off separately to town churches 
of their respective denominations under 
guard. 
The Scotsmen in the camp who 
speak only Gaelic are provided for with 
a special service in that tongue.

David and they that were wit^ 
him followed the example of the Phil- 
istines (I Sam. 6:1-18) in their mode 
of transferring the ark rather than to 
have it carried upon the shoulders ot 
tho priests (Josh. 3:3). 
Preceded by 
"David and the house of Israel," I. e., 
leaders of the people and all others 
present, they began the return jour- 
ney from the house of Abinadab.

They had reached one of the open 
places used as a threshing floor whea 
the oxen slipped and the cart 
v/ajl 
shaken. 
Uzziah, one of the two into 
who§e charge it had been placed, laid 
hoid of the ark to keep it from fall- 
ing. .Why was he slain therefore? Wa 
liave already suggested 
the 
reason. 
How to carry tho ark was plainly writ- 
ten (Num. 4:5-12; 7:9). 
Neglect of 
God's word gets many 
well-meaning 
people into trouble, along with their 
friends, also. 
The ark was the sym- 
bol of God's presence, and men had 
to be taught to revere his holy name 
and his glorious presence 
(see last 
clause v. 2). Uzziah's sin was the sin 
of 
irreverence. 
He 
seems 
not 
to 
have sensed the invisible God in hia 
visible abode. 
The result struck ter- 
ror iuto tho heart of David and the 
people, and the ark was left in the 
house of Obed of Edom for a period 
ot three months. 
David's "improved 
plan ' was a proved failure.

T'dc Ark 
Restored, vv. 9-19. 
David, by thus abandoning the ark, 
Reems to h.ivo resented the judgment 
of Go»l. yet he must have 
realized 
that God had sufficient cause for his 
acts. 
The ark is a type of Christ, 
who IK IminacJicl, God with us. 
The 
ark 
contained 
tho law 
of God, 
as 
Christ eushriued the will of his Fa- 
ther. 
Over the law was the blood- 
sprinkled mercy seat v/here God met 
his people (Ex. 25:18-22). 
In Christ 
we find our mercy 
seat where 
w e 
meet God. 
Though this ark brought 
[udgment to Uzziah it brought bless- 
ing to Obed-edom (v. 12). 
Even so 
Christ brings judgment or joy accord- 
ing to our treatment of him. 
Obed- 
edom so piously cared for the ark that 
both he and his household were rich- 
ly blessed. 
If Christ Is really In our 
tiearts we will be blessed, and Christ 
abideth forever.

in the Jewish synagogue this psalm 1 
la recited at the carrying back of the 
book of the law to its shrine, and in 
the Greek church at the consecration 
of the church.

terday by a German submarine. Nearly 
all the officers and crew were saved.

"\\'o were in the boats about an hour," 


he said. "Tho ship seemed to be settling 
by the head and wu decided to stay 
close by until help which we had sum- 
moned by wireless, arrived. While none 
of u.4 saw a submarine Urn chief engineer 
believes he t>aw the wake of a torpcao 
on the star board side. 
The effect of 


tlie nhock of the torpedo striking th« 
ship was to stop her suddenly. Tlierc 
was a perceptible interval between the 
shock and the explosion. We started to 
return to Liverpool about 10:30 o'clock 
the night, traveling eight knots an hour. 
Tho vessel was twelve feet lower down 
by the head than normal owing to the 
water in the hold."

(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


Doubt has b«*ii thrown ou the consti- 


tutionality o the New York workmen's 
compensation law by 
Supreme 
Court 


Jud^e Crane, of Brooklyn. A sweutecn- 
year-old girl employs sued a manufac- 
turing company for damages for the loss 
of three liu«erc.

erty without due process of law. 
The 


case will probably be carried to the 
highest courts for decision, Justice Crane 
declining to declare the. law unconstitu- 
tional lest In-, prematurely drive claim- 
ants «wav from pressing their claims be- 
fore the commission and start them to 
bringing suits for damages. 


Tlie previous compensation act in Xew 


York was declared unconstitutional be- 
cause it deprived employes of property 
without due process of lav. 
Now the 


amended act is attacked because it is 
held to deprive employes of that pro- 
tection. 


The Pennsylvania act expressly pro- 


vides exceptions where agreement is en- 
tered between employer and 
employe 


that the compensation clause shall not 
apply. 
It recognizes recovery of dam- 


ages by action at law or under the elec- 
tive compensation schedule.

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Law and Public Opinion 


• ' Noble C. Butler, for maoy years dork o£ the United States court 
for the district of Indiana, in the course of an address on "Law aoid 
Public Opinion," delivered at the commencement of the Indiana Law 
school at Indianapolis, a few- days ago, gave utterance to a proposi 
tionthat can not be too often or too forcibly, impressed not only upon 
the law student, but upon the general range of citizenship as well 
This was to the general effect that law to be effective must have be- 
hind it the support of public opinion. Law, indeed, must have its 
basis in public opinion if it is to count for anything whatever. 


"Statutes -which have not the support of public opinion," said 


Mr. Butler, "are ineffective, and particularly statutes which make 
additions to the list of crimes and misdemeanors and provide for the 
punishment of them," he said. "Without such support, they often 
fail to accomplish the purpose of their enactment, and in many in- 
stances are unenforceable. It is true that laws are frequently enact- 
ed which, do not seem to have originated in any popular demand for 
them, but sooner or later they are required to vindicate themselves at 
the bar of public opinion. The difficulty for lawmakers who seek to 
tscertain the will of the whole body of the people for whom they 
make laws, as distinguished from the will of the relatively small seg- 
ment which elected them—if such lawmakers really exist—is the un- 
(crtaiuty of the task." 


The truth of this contention must have been carried home again 


ind again to every person who has taken sufficient interest in the 
natter of law and law-enforcement to give it any attention what- 
sver. Laws are never self-enforcing. The mere placing of a law 
apou the statute books does not work-reforms and does not correct 
evils. It will not be obeyed unless there is an insistance upon its 
observance by the force of public opinion manifested in the form of 
watchful and assertive attention. This has been amply and repeated- 
ly demonstrated in the application of those laws which have to do 
•with the sale of liquor, with the prohibition of gaming and other of- 
fenses of similar character. Dead letters laws are practically no laws 
at all and the transition from a really virile statute to the dead let- 
ter class is an extremely easy retrogression if there is behind the law 
no expression of public opinion to give it force. In other words, the 
people have just about the sort of laws and just about the degree of 
law enforcement for which they indicate their desire. One civic duty 
in which the average citizen is too often lax is in lending the force 
of his action, his example and his opinion to make law effective. 
Without support, as Mr. Butler sets forth, even the best and most 
important of laws will fail of the purpose for which they were en- 
acted.

Men who have viewed war from all 


angles and who are intimately acquaint- 
ed with its horrors have declared re- 
peatedly' that the worst part of it is 
in the hospitals. The orthopedic insti- 
tutions, where the soldiers are pains- 
takingly made new again so that they 
may go back to the front, are infinitely 
depressing. 


But they cannot compare for sheer 


horror with the great institution in Dus-' 
seldorf nnd with Dr. Brnlm's private 
clinic, where dozens and scores of men 
sit or lie with half of their faces left, 
with noses and upper teeth 
missing, 


with hands enclosed in.steel framework 
that supports broken lower jaws until 
newly inserted hones shall have had a 
time to knit. 


The Dusseldorf institution, of which 


Dr. Briilin is the chief surgeon, is de- 
voted exclusively to the care of soldiers 
who have been injured in the jaws, and 
is far and away the largest of its kind 
in German}'. Weekly it is turning out 
men who. aside from scars snd some- 
what impeded speech, arc about as good 
as before thp war. men who a few weeks 
or months before wore brought, in in 
such shocking condition that the lay- 
man, if he could endure to gaze for long, 
would drs-pair of ever saving them. 


The patients frequently aro found to 


have rifle bullets imbedded in the bones 
of their jaws, bullets often that have 
be«n flattened out 
or twisted by the 


compact of lead neainst bone.

wounds.'which tear away whole sections 
of the facr and leave a jaw fractured 
'in a score of places. 


Through use of the Roentgen riy, or 


X-ray, the patient's «act injury U.es- 


tablished on his admission. In a major- 
ity of cases there is some portion of 
bone missing—a portion that must be 
replaced by bone from some part of his 
body. 


Each patient is his own bono supply, 


so to speak, and generally it is the shin 
bono that serves. The ribs also are a 
fertile field, and, so fast does nature 
work, the piece of tone taken out for 
use in the jaw is rapidly replaced by 
new growth. 


One patient in thp hospital late in 


April, slowly recovering from a shock 
ing wound that gouged out his whole 
fourteen centimeters long in his month. 
On top of that is n new set of serv- 
iceable teeth. Tho nun Is healthy and 
reasonably happy. 


Jn dozens of case* is it not only nec- 


essary to replace- bone, but skin as w-ell 
Here again each man must supply his 
from the patient'* arms and graftcc 
onto cheeks or chins. Aside from the 
scar alonz the line of stitching there is 
usually little indication of the original 
injury. 


Each man is photographed on the day 


of arrival, and then at intervals later, 
as his recovery progresses. To the lay- 
man the results, accomplished tre lit- 
tle short of miraculous.

an Associated 1'rcss correspondent had

original photographs with the patients 
in their patrhcd-up state, and it was 
nil but incredible that so much had been 
accomplished.

world's 


commerce has not been slow in making 
use, 
of the Panama Canal. 
This new 


route bus been open now for about sb 
months—theoretically

months since Aug. 4, 1914, when one 
of the Panama Railroad ships made an 
experimental trip through the canal, and 
the record of the first six months shows 
a total of approximately 
500 
ship: 


passing through, carrying on an average 
4,500 tons of freight each, and paying 
in tolls a total of approximately $2,000, 
000.

• 


Of more importance than the amount 


of tolls paid is the amount of freight 
carried, a total of 2,250,000 tons dur- 
ing the first experimental six months. 
And it must be reinembc.re,d that these 
six months have seen all ocean com- 
merce seriously interrupted and disor- 
ganized by the war. What has happen- 
ed, therefore, may be regarded as mere- 
ly a straw in the wind indicating what 
will happen when conditions become nor- 
mal. 


The United States has used it most, 
!ind for tin- expected purpose of tnuiri- 
imrting heavy freight from'one side nt 
the continent to the other, which for- 
merly went by rail. 
The canal is at 


nice a competitor with the transcontin- 
ental railroads, and one of 
the 
first 


effects is seen in reduced transcontinen- 
tal freight rates—an object desired by 
all consumers. 
The railroads are ai- 


reiuly asking the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for permission to readjust 
their transcontinental rates to meet this 
new water competition. 


The 1'acilii' coast iinds that it cun 


carry grain through the canal to Euro]: 
in less tliiin two months. Formerly this 
grain went in sailing vessels around the 
Horn in four and a half months. Sail 
ing ships find more difficulty in usiuj, 
the canal than steam craft.

is increased by the fact that they raus1 
be towed all the way through the ca 
nal, and besides, skippers are 
disin- 


clined to take their ships into the area' 
of frequent calm which are on the Paei 
fie approaches. 


The Panama railroad has ceased 


carry freight.

was started and the road taken ovc 
as an aid to construction, this interest-' 
ing railroad was permitted to carry only 
a limited amount of freight. 
Had it 


carried all it might have carried, it 
would have enabled ships plying between 
its terminals to ports on the Atlantic- 
and Pacific seaboard to competo with 
the transcontinental railroads 
of

United States. The proprietors of these 
roads saw this and took an early oppor- 
tunity to acquire control of the Panama 
railroad and to check its natural develop 
ment and use.

Joshua; (c) What occurred to it whil8 
In possession of the Philistines; (d) 
Who was Obed-edom? (e) Uzzlah? ({) 
Jlichal? (g) How Jerusalem came to 
bo (ho seat o£ government. 


I. The Ark Recovered, vv. 1-5. David 


rcaUied that while God was the 
Cioa ot all the tribes, still there was 
no »lsible religious center; there waa 
the consequent danger of confound- 
ing the local pl;ico of worship with 
that of some local Baal (god) and the 
possible breaking up of the national 
reliance upon Jehovah. Where Kir* 
jath-jearlm 
was 
Is not 
definitely 


known, but perhaps it was eight or 
ten miles west of Jerusalem. The arH 
had lodged here for perhaps seventy 
years. David and they that were with 
him followed the example of the Phil- 
istines (I Sam. 6:1-18) in their mod* 
of transferring the ark rather than to 
have It carried upon the shoulders of 
tho priests (Josh. 3:3). 
Preceded by 


"David and the house of Israel," i. e., 
leaders of the people and all others 
present, they began the return jour- 
ney t'rom the house of AbinaJab. 


II. The Ark 
Retarded, vv. 6-11, 


They had reached one of the open 
places used as a threshing floor when 
the oxen slipped-'and the cart was 
shaken. Uzziah, one- of the 'two into 
whose charge it had been placed, laid 
hold of the ark to keep it from fall- 
ing. Why was he slain therefore?. W« 
liave already suggested the reason. 
How to carry the ark was plainly writ- 
ten (Num. 4:5-12; 7:9). Neglect ot 
God's word gets many •well-meanins 
people into trouble, along with their 
friends, also. 
The ark was the sym- 


bol of God's presence, and men had 
to be taught to revere his holy name 
and his glorious presence (see last 
clause v. 2). Uzziah's sin was the sin 
of 
Irreverence. 
He seems not to 


have sensed the invisible God in his 
visible abode. 
The result struck ter- 


ror into the heart of David and tho 
people, and the ark was left in th» 
house of Obed ot Edom for a period 
ot three months^ 
David's "improved 


plan'" was a proved failure.
